The long overdue statement of'Self- 
Rolianoe" rcaohed ua sorao ton days 
ago ; but we aro only enabled to find 
room for it to-day. Tho wrifcor shows 
— wo aro bound in candor to any — 
clearly, that thoro has boon a saving 
of $161,316 in tho oxpondituro of tho 
unitod civil list for 1868 as compared 
With tho expenditures of tho Colonies 
when separate in 1SG5 ; — nor is this 
all. Ho shows that tho oxpondituro 
of tho present fiscal year will bo 864," 
926 loss than was required for tho 
support of tho Mainland alono in ISG5. 
But, ho nowhovo in his loiter institutes 
a comparison of tho population to 
provo that tho expouso of governing 
per capita, even as reduced, is not as 
great in 186S as it was in 1805.

Tho figures of "Soli-Kclianco" 
furnish a strong argument in favor of 
a continuance of tho Union, and 
nothing moro ; but ho produces tho 
very beBt answer to his complaint that 
tho Government has beon wrongfully 
ohargod with extravaganco when he 
wisely Bays, "tho moro tho peoplo 
know of the financial condition of tho 
Colony in which they havo cast their 
lot tho hotter." Who has boon to 
blame, we ask, for tho ignorance of its 
financial condition in which tho Colony \ 
has long been kepi 1 Have "the poo* 
pie'' withheld statistical information 
lor years such as "Self- .Reliance" pro- 
duces, or has tho Government? It the 
peoplo and Governmont aro "to work 
together for tho common good," why 
not give the peoplo a chanco to work i ; 
"Why not let "tho people" know more 
frequently bow their accounts stand ? 
Why not call representatives of "the 
peoplo" inLo the Council as advisors to 
his Excelloricy instead of selecting 
them from a oortain class of citizens 
and official? It is exactly what tho 
peoplo have boon and are awaiting — 
an opportunity "to work togotbor" 
with Governor Seymour. Dcos "Self" 
Reliance" guarantoo that tho opportu- 
nity will bo afforded them? 

"Free Trade's" letter tbio morning 
enunciates a good principlo ; but how 
on earth ho expects to bring it into 
praotico with tbo present systom of 
Government, wo confess we aro unable 
to discover. Tho less commerce is 
>:kled with Customs' dutios, the 
,er for any community ; but two 
,ems distinct in themselves in ono 
my for creating a revenue for tho 
port of an exponsivo and unwield- 
Jovernmont would novor do. Free 
do on the Island would crush agri- 
uro first and our infant manulac- 
3s next and drivo both to the 
.mainland, whore protectod by a tariff 
they could supply our minors wiih 
thoir products and fabrics and send the 
surplus hero to undersel tho importer. 
What wo want hero— always suppos- 
ing Reciprocity to bo impossible — is 
ono commercial system for both sec- 
tions — a system that will proteot tho 
farmer, tho miller, and tho manufac- 
turer, and open wido the door to goods 
of tho charactor that Froo Trade and 
other ablo writers havo recommended. 
But before wo can obtain it, wo must 
havo a simpler and cheaper form of 
Government and rely upon what it is 
claimed will bo the result — au increas- 
ed "area of taxation"— to moot any 
deficit that may occur.

Free Trade aud Taxation^ 



Editor British Colonist: — In my lormei 
latters I havo eodeavored to show that it 
would bo lho general sdvantagc of tho Col 
ouy il Vancouver Island was made a Free 
Port. I ivculd now bbow how unfairly tho 
proaont system of indiroct taxation proBses 
upoo tho community. It must bo retnom- 
hored that the 380,000 which is about the 
amount paid iu Customs' dutiea on tho Is- 
land, is paid in tho first place by lho import- 
er, aod is an additional coat to tho goods 
upon which he gets a profit. The retailer of 
the samo goods also gets his profit upon tho 
enhanced price, sr. that tbe cost ol tho goods 
lo tho consumer is piobably increased 25 
per cent, by lho prooent dutios— in other 
words, that the public pays §100,000 for the 
$SO,000 received by the revouuo. It follows 
t iereloro tlial by direct taxutiou tho revenue 
would bo increased by 820,000 without in 
oreasiog lho burdeo of taxation ; or the tax- 
payers might bo relieved to that extout withn 
out diminishing tbe revenue. Again I would 
as'.r who now pays the tuxes ? It is an- 
swered, every ouu 'uooordiog to what ho con- 
sumes, True, but under our present ^stim 
of a protective policy which places the 
boaviosl dutiea upon tho necessaries of life, 
oich mau pays according to his needs and 
notaccordiog to his means. Take the low- 
o^t possiblu diotury scale. Tho amount con« 
sinned by every man would cost yearly about 
890. Say it in possible he can be clothed at 
the cost ol 650 uioro, together amounting to 
8140. The duty upon this would he ubout 
$28, This may bo talieu as tho lowest pos- 
sible amount the most eoonomioul now can' 
pay towards the uxpousos of the Government, 
liul let us take tho wages of a working man 
at $f)0 per mouth, or ^600 per uonutn — the 
greater part of which is, spent horo-lhat man 
is taxed to tho extent of at least S10O, 
ubout half of which amotiut goes to the gen- 
oial roveuue; the remaindur would reprosant 
tlio proportion oxiracled Irom tho consumer, 
in ordor (as I thiuk unfairly), to protoct tho 
interest of tho producer. Now, wo have 



large holders ol property who draw ioconiei 
Irom, bat who do oot tojide in tbe Colony, 
who do not pay anything toward the rovenue. 
Many other*, derive good incomes from prop- 
erty here, who pay little moro than tbe la- 
boring man. I remember at our late election 
that our present member, Mr Dr u ke, eaid ho 
was interested in tho Colony which bo had 
made his home, and his children wore his 
guarantee that for their sakos he would do 
bis best for tho general -interest. I do not 
know whether he thought of it at tbe time, 
but no doubt that is the kind of property 
mosl heavily taxed on tho Island. But,BO» 
berlv touddresa myself to tho question, I will 
presume that we aro only taxed for the sake 
of revenue— that very faw members of the 
community will now argue that duties ought 
to be placed on anything, in order thut ono 
or more classes of mon should tLriva at the 
expense of tho general public. That that 
Government bast does its duty to tho peoplo 
which ondeavors most (airly to adjust lho 
necessary taxation, aud leaves euch man lib- 
erty to follow such occupation ua may seem 
to Irm moat profitable, without endeavoring 
to foster one interest necessarily at tbe cx» 
expense of another. And I assume also Ibai 
it will be necessary still to raiie tho present 
amount of revenue, lor evoo if tho economy id 
the Administration which you advocate, and 
which is so dcsirablo, is carried into effect, 
the amount eavod thereby wonld be required 
for education, and for public works lor tbe 
general good. And I soy that tbe Booner 
tbe policy is chongad whiuh is week by week 
reducing tho area of taxation, which ia re- 
ducitg tho most important city iu tho Col- 
ony to ou Insignificant market town, tbe bet- 
ter it will be, not only for tho towns on Van* 
couver Island, but also for those classes for 
whom ihese towns must be the only markets. 

Victoria, under the present policy, will be 
only an unimportant town, supplying the 
neighboring districts, and in return consum - 
ing tboir products. But with Free Trade' 
Victoria has a much moro splondid future' 
A railway, with a terminus on Paget Soaud 
once made, will attract to these walers an 
immensely increaaed trade, ol which we may 
got a largo bbaro. Tbe Straits ol S ,n Juan 
will in all probability becotno ilia highway 
for tho trade of China and Japan ; and 
though our Araerioun neighbors will have 
been abio to bo beforehand iu the completion 
of a railwoy uoross tho continent, yet it will 
be our own fuull if wo do not reap great ben- 
efit from their enterprise, and u fair shore of 
profit from tho truflio whiob will paaa our 
doors. 

Tbe reduction of tho duties on floor — the 
intermission of tho duties on inanutuoi- 
ured goods, aa suggested iu your leader ol 
tha 8lh, which would be equivalent to giving 
free trade to lha whole Colony, except io 
agricultural prodace, is at present almost im- 
possible. The system you propoao would at 
anoa out off two-thirds of tho revenue derived 
from Customs, aud the remaining third would 
rapidly decreate as the product of lho Colouy 
increased. This would make il necessary to 
apply a system of dircot taxation lo the wLolo 
Colony, which would bo a difficult matter as 
far as tho mainland is ooticerned — while tho 
burden of indirect taxation (which would 
then be coufiuod to tho absolute Decenaries 
ol lile), would Btill pross as heavily oa ever 
on the workiDgman.
